ORDER IN COUNCIL. 

Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902. 

AT THE COHHT AT BHCKIXGHAM PALACE. 

Tin: llrn dat of June, 1902.

The King’s Most Excellent Majesty. 

Lord President.

Whereas by treaty, grant, usage, sufferance, and other lawful means. 
His Majesty the King has powers and jurisdiction, exercised on His 
behalf by the Oovernor General of India in Council, in India and in 
certain territories adjacent thereto; - 

How, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by Tirtue and in exercise of the 
powers by the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, or otherwise in His 
Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, 
to order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : 

1. This Order may be cited as the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) 
Order in Council, 1902. 



" 4 /. — -The Indian {Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902. 


2. Tlie limits of tliis Order are the territories of India outside British 
India, and any other territories which may he declared hy His Majesty 
in Council to he territories in which jurisdiction is exercised hy or on 
behalf of His Majesty through the Governor General of India in Council, 
or some authority subordinate to him, including the territorial waters 
of any such territories. 

3. The Governor General of India in Council may, on His Majesty’s 
hehalf, exercise any power or jurisdiction which His Majesty or the 
Governor General of India in Council for the time being has within 
the limits of this Order and may delegate^ any such power or jurisdic- 
tion to any servant of the British Indian Government in such manner 
and to such extent as the Governor General in Council from time to 
time thinks fit. 

4. The Governor General in Council may make such rules and orders 
as may seem expedient for carrying this Order into effect, and in parti- 
cular — 

(a) for determining the law and procedure to he observed, 

whether hy applying with or without modifications all or 
any of the provisions of any enactment in force elsewhere, 
or otherwise; 

(b) for determining the persons who are to exercise jurisdiction, 

either generally or in particular classes of cases, and the 
powers to he exercised hy them; 

(c) for determining the courts, autliorities, judges, and magis- 

trates, h}' whom, and for regulating the manner in which, 
any jurisdiction, auxiliary or incidental to or consequen- 
tial on the jurisdiction exercised under this Order, is to he 
exercised in British India; 

(d) for regulating the amount, collection, and application of fees. 

5. All appointments, delegations, certificates, requisitions, rules, 
notifications, processes, orders, and directions made or issued under or 
in pursuance of any enactment of the Indian Legislature regulating the 
exercise of foreign jurisdiction, are lierehy confirmed, and shall have 
effect as if made or issued under this Order. 

6. The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the construction oi 
this Order.

THE INDIAN (FOREIGN JURISDICTION) ORDER, 1937.

AT THE COURT AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 

The 18th day of March, 1937. 

Present : 

Whereas by the proviso to sub-section (1) of section two of the Gov- 
ernment of India Act, 1935, it is provided that any powers connccled with 
the exei’cise of the functions of the Crown in its relations with Indian 
States shall, in India, if not exercised by Ilis Majesty, be exercised only 
by, or by persons acting under the authority of, His Majesty’s- Reyirescnta- 
tivo for (he exercise of those functions of the Crown : 

And whereas provision is made by the said Act and the Govern- 
ment of Burma Act, 1935, as tio the authorities which are respectively to 
exercise on behalf of His Majesty the rights, authority and jurisdiction 
of His Majesty in, and in relation to, tlie tribal areas in India, and in and 

in relation to, areas in Burma which are not paid of the terntorie.s of His 

Majesty ; 

And whereas it is accordingly expedient to amend the Indian 
(Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902 (in this Order referr('d to 
as “ the principal Order ”) : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers by the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, or otherwise in His 
Majesty vested, is pleased by and with tlie advice of His Privy Coun- 
cil to order, and it is hereby ordered as follows ; — 

1. This Order may he cited as the Indian (Foreign Jurisdic- 
tion) C)rder in Council,' 1937. 

2. (i) As from the commencement of Pari III of the Govern- 
ment of India Act, 1935, the powers conferred by the principal Order 
on the Goveimor-General in Council shall, so far as the.y ar? connected 
with the exercise of the functions of the Crown in its rela(i(ms with 
Indian States, be powers of His Majesty’s Representative for tbe 
exercise cf those functions of the Grown, and he may delegate those 
powers to sueh extent and in such manner as he thinks fit. 

(ii) The person appointed to be His Majesty’s Repre'entative for 
the exercise of those functions of the Crown may, before the coinmenee- 
meut of Part III of the said Act, make any rules, orders, delegations and 



appointments and issue any other instimments •which he would have power 
to make or issue after the commencement of Part III of the said Act, but 
no such rule, order, delegation or appointment shall come into force until 
the commencement of Part III of the said Act. 

(Hi) Orders and other instruments made and executed in the name 
of the Cro'wn Kepresentative shall be authenticated in such manner as may 
be specified in the Rules to be made by him and the validity of an Order 
or Instrument Vhicli is so authenticated shall not be called in question on 
the ground that it is not an Order or Instrument made bj’^ the Crown Re- 
presentative. 

3. As from the commencement of Part III of the said Act and the 
Govermnent of Burma Act, 1935, the principal Order shaU cease to have 
elfect as respects the tribal areas in India and any areas in Burma, with- 
out pi'ejudice, however, to the validity of anything pre'viously done there- 
under : 

I’rovided that any rules, orders, delegations, appointments or other 
iu-struments made or issued under the said Order shall continue in force, 
except so far as revoked or varied by the authority competent for the pur- 
pose under the Government of India Act, 1935, or the Governmcjit of 
Burma Act, 1935, as the case may be. 

4. Save as aforesaid, the powers conferred by the principal Order on 
tlie Governor-General in Council shall continue to be exercisable on behalf 
cf 11 is Majesty by the Governor-General in Council until the establish- 
ment of the Federation of India and shall thereupon become exercisable 
on behalf of His Majesty by the Governor-General of India. 

5. The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the construction of this 
Order.

1. Save as otherwise expressly provided in any other Order of the 
Crown Representative, every instrument, that is to say, every notification, 
Order, bye-law, rule, regulation, process or direction, made or issued in the 
exercise of any powers conferred by or under the Indian (Foreign Jurisdic- 
tion) Order in Council, 1902, or ha'ving effect as if so made or issued, and 
in force immediately before the commencement of this Order, is hereby 
continued, and shall have effect as if made or issued, by the Crown Repre- 
sentai.i'^’e in so far as it was made or issued in connection -with the exercise 
of the functions of the Crown in its relations 'with Indian States, and 
every person authorised by or Under any such instrument to exei’cise any 
of the said functions is hereby authorised to continue to exercise those 
functions : 





Provided that references in any such instrument to the Governor- 
Geuerai or the Governor-General in Council or the Government of India 
shall, as respects anything done or to be done after the commencement of 
this Order, be construed as reference to the Crown Representative ; 

Provided further that any Court may construe the provisions of any 
such instrument with such other modifications, not afi'ecting the substance, 
as may be necessary or proper to adapt them to the matter before the Court. 

2. Nothing in this Order shall affect the operation of paragraph 8 of 
the India and Burma (Transitory Provisions) Order, 1937. 

3. This Order shall come into operation on the first day of April, 
1937.

Provided that administrative instructions, issued by a Department of 
the Government of India in so far as that Department may have been 
entrusted by the Crown Representative with the exercise of administra- 
tive functions on his behalf, shall be deemed to be duly authenticated, if 
they have been signed b3^ a Secretary in the Department concerned, or an 
officer expressly authorised by liim, and if it is stated in the bodj’’ of the 
letter conveying such irustructions that they have been issued under the 
autlioj'ity of the Crown Representative.

— In exercise of the powers 
conferred br the Indian (Foi’eign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902^ 
and by section 22 of tbe Indian Extradition Act, 1903 (XY of 1903), 
and in supersession of all previous rules on tlie same subject, the Gov- 
ernor General in Council is pleased, with eSect from the 1st day of 
June, 1904, to make the following rules, namely;

Where any such motor vehicle is kept in British India for a 
period exceeding 10 days at any one time, no person shall use or drive 
the same unless authorised to do so under a permit issued in this behalf 
by the Magistrate. 

(2) The owner or person in charge may apply to the Magistrate for 
a permit under these rules and shall furnish him with a description of 
the motor vehicle and such other particulars as may be required by the 
said Magistrate. 

(5) The Magistrate may thereupon issue to the applicant, in such 
form and for such period as the said Magistrate may deem expedient, 
a permit to use the said vehicle in British India. 

{4) Any Magistrate empowered under these rules may, from time to 
time, extend the period of any such permit, or, for reasons to be 
recorded, cancel the same. 

5. Nothing in these rules shall affect any of the provisions of the 
Motor Vehicles International Circulation Eules, 1915, or apply to any 
motor vehicle covered by an International Travelling Pass.

“ * ^ I am directed to reply to Mr. Tucker’s letter No. 4947, 

dated tlie 4t]i October, 1904, regarding the jurisdiction of criminal 
courts in Native Stales orer native officers and soldiers of the Indian 
Army. 

2. The Mysore Durbar have been informed that the jurisdiction of 
such courts is limited to — 

(i) the case of a native soldier who, while on leave within a 
Native State, commits an offence which renders him sub- 
ject to arrest; 

(ii) that of a native soldier who, while on leave within a Native 
State, is arrested for an offence committed by him in that 
State on some previous occasion : provided that the offence 
so committed is one of those entered in the schedule of the 
Indian Extradition Act.

[(ii) suyra'\ means an offence committed by such soldier 
when not on leave or when on leave ; and 

(e) what steps they can take when the offence referred to under 

(dy is not included in the schedule to the Indian Extradi- 
tion Act. 

3. I am to inform you that as regards (a) the courts of Native States 
-are not, except where jurisdiction may be specially conceded, permitted 
-to exercise jurisdiction over a native officer or soldier of the Indian 
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Army wlio, •while not on leave, commits any kind of offence -within- 
their territories. 

As regards (6) the native officer or soldier, who, -while on leave, in a 
Native State, commits an offence of any kind against the la-w of siich 
State, is amenable to the jurisdiction of the State courts. 

As to case (c) the Durbar should be informed that, provided that 
the circumstances are not such as to allo-u- of immediate arrest by the- 
military authorities, the offender may be arrested by State authority 
in any case in -which the law of the State permits of such arrest, but- 
that he should be handed over forthwith to the nearest military autho- 
rity. Should the Political Officer for the State consider it desirable, 
for any special reason, that the offender should be tried by the Durbar 
courts, he may req^uest the military authorities either to deliver over 
the accused to the Durbar for ti-ial, or to postpone proceedings pending 
a reference to the Governor General in Council. The military autho- 
rities, on receiving such a request, should either deliver over the offender- 
or forthwith refer the question as to the court before which the proceed- 
ings are to be instituted, for the decision of the Governor General in- 
Council. 

With reference to {d) the words “ an offence committed by him in 
that State on some previous occasion ” paragraph 2 {ii) supra may be 
interpreted in their broadest sense, the meaning of the phrase not being 
restricted to offences committed while on leave. The jurisdiction of' 
the Native State courts will not, however, extend to the case of a native 
soldier, who has been charged with an ofi’ence previously committed 
while on duty, and who has already been tried and either acquitted or 
punished by the British authorities for siich offence. 

As regards (e) I am to say that the Government of India are prepared 
to waive the restriction imposed by the words “ provided that the- 
offence so committed is one of those entered in the schedule to the- 
Indian Extradition Act ” [paragraph 2 (ii) supra']. 

4. In order to promote the ends of justice and to meet the conve- 
nience of officials or subjects of the Durbar, whose attendance may be 
necessary at the trial of a native officer or soldier of the Indian Army, 
who may have committed an offence within the territories of a Native 
State, the military authorities will arrange that in such cases, when- 
ever the exigencies of military service permit, the offender shall be- 
tried at the cantonment nearest to the place where the offence was- 
commftted.”

Ro. F. 4516130, dated the 9th .June 1930. — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 15 of the Indian Census Act, 1929 (X of 1929), as 
in force in British India, and as locally applied, the Governor General 
in Council is pleased to make the following rules for the enumeration 
of Railway seiwants and other persons residing on railway premises and 
of persons travelling by railway. 

RULES FOR THE CENSUS OF RAILWAYS. 

General. — ^The Censris of persons in railway areas, i.e . : — 

A. — Persons residing on railwa}’’ premises, and 

B. — Persons travelling by railway on the night of the Census, 

will he carried out under the general direction of the Civil 
authorities as part of the District Census Operations in 
each British Province and State; the local railway officers 
co-operating with the District or State Officers and supply- 
ing, when necessary, the staff of Supervisors and Enumera- 
tors required for tlie enumeration of the railway colonies 
and settlements, railway stations and the travelling public. 
The provisions of the Provincial Census Codes dealing with 
the definition of Census terras, the description of the Census 
Enumeratmn Book, the organization of Census divisions, 
House-numbering, the instructions to the staff, the Preli- 
minary and Final Enumeration and the collection and des- 
patch of the Provisional Totals will be applicable to the 
Census of railway areas subject to any modification necessi- 
tated by the following additional rules. 

2. Definition of Railway Premises. — ^Railway premises includes a rail- 
way station within distant signals, a workshop, a colliery, a steamer 


Charge Superintendent of the Chargf in which his Circle lies. Signal- 
men, gangmen or gatemen living in small houses or huts, whether 
within or without the railway fences, will be included either in the 
nearest railway station Block or in one af the Blocks of the nearest 
village or town and enumerated along with the ordinary population of 
that Block. 

6. Registers and Forms. — The railway Charges, Circles and Blocks 
will be entered up in the ordinary Charge Registers and Circle Registers 
of the district or State. The number of enumeration forms required 
will be included in the abstracts that are sent up from time to time under 
the provisions of the Census Code or in supplementary abstracts. 

7. Appointment and Training of Census Officers. — Charge Superin- 
tendents (of purely railway Charges), Supervisoi’s and Enumerators will 
ordinarily be employes of the railway residing in or near the areas with 
which they have to deal. They should be selected by the local railway 
authority but their formal appointment will be made under the signature 
of the District Magistrate or State Census Officer, Arrangements must 
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ghat and all other premises within railway boundaries, on which per- 
manent or temporary employes of the railway reside. 

3. A'p'pointmBnt of a Railway Officer to co-operate icith the District 
or State Authority. — The Agent or Manager of each railway line will 
send to the Superintendent of Census Operations of each Province, 
Agency or State through which the line or a portion of the same passes 

' not later than the 1st September 1930, a list of railway stations and 
other railway premises in each Civil District or State together with the 
name and designation of the local Hallway Officer (preferably the Dis- 
trict Traffic Superintendent or some other officer of that standing) who 
is nominated to assist each District or State Officer in the organization 
of the railway Census of the district or State. 

4. Duties of such Railway Officer. — ^The local Railway Officer so 
nominated by the railwa}' authorities under the previous rule will co- 
operate with the District Magistrates and the Census Officers of the dis- 
tricts and States lying within his jurisdiction in regard to the Census 
arrangements of the railway areas in these districts and States and will 
furnish the District Magistrate or State Census Officer with any informa- 
tion the latter may require regarding such railway areas and the persons 
suitable to be appointed as Charge Superintendents, Supervisors or Enu- 
merators. 


A. — Persons Residing on Railway Premises. 

5. Organization of Railway Premises into Census Divisions. — The 
organisation of the railway premises into Charges, Circles and Blocks 
will be undertaken by the District Magistrate or State Census Officer in 
co-operation with the local railway authorities. Large railway stations 
or settlements will, form a Census Charge in themselves with the chief 
railway officer of 'the centre as Charge Superintendent who would corres- 
pond direct with the District or State Census Officer. Care must be 
taken that no railway Charge extends over more than one civil district 
or State. The ordinary railway settlement or station will he included 
in the civil Census Charge in which it lies, the Supervisor being generally 
the local station master who would work under the direction of the civil 
Charge Superintendent of the Charg§ in which his Circle lies. Signal- 
men, gangmen or gatemen living in small houses or huts, whether 
within or without the railway fences, will he included either in the 
nearest railway station Block or in one uf the Blocks of the nearest 
village or town and , enumerated along with the ordinary population of 
that Block. 

6. Registers and Forms. — The railway Charges, Circles and Blocks 
will he entered up in the ordinary Charge Registers and Circle Registers 
of the district or State. The number of enumeration forms required 
will be included in the abstracts that are sent up from time to time under 
the provisions of the Census Code or in supplementary abstracts. 

7. Appointment and Training of Censtis Officers. — Charge Superin- 
tendents (of purely railway Charges), Supervisors and Enumerators will 
ordinarily be employes of the railway residing in or near the areas with 
which they have to deal. They should be selected by the local railway 
authority but their formal appointment will be made under the signature 
of the District Magistrate or State Census Officer. Arrangements must 
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be made to give tbem a thorough training in their duties and to supply 
them with the necessary rules. 

B. — ^Persons Traveleikg by Railway. 

Si.- P latform Enumeration . — An official called the Platform Enumera- 
tor should be told off at each station, to enumerate all persons taking 
tickets at that station, or alighting from a ti’ain during the night of the 
26th February 1931 in India and the night of the 24th February 1931 
in Burma. Persons about to travel usually arrive at a station some time 
before their train is due ; and they should, so far as possible, be enumera- 
ted by the Platform Enumerator before they enter the train unless they 
can show that they have already been enumerated. Each person so 
enumerated should be provided with a Pass to prevent his being counted 
again. Platform enumeration should commence at 7 p.m. and continue 
till 6 A.M., the hour at which train enumeration takes place. 

All persons alighting from a train should he asked il they have been 
enumerated already, and, if they produce Passes or otherwise satisfy him 
that they have been, the Enumerator should let them go. He should fill 
up all the columns in the Schedule for each person who has not already 
been enumerated and give him a Pass, telling him to show it to any 
Enumerator who may wish to count him again. 

9. Train-Enumeration : Civil fOfulation . — On the evening of the 26th 
February 1931 in India and the evening of the 24th February 1931 in 
Burma, the guard in charge of the train should distribute Household 
Schedules to all first and second class passengers and to all Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians travelling intermediate or third ciass, and request 
them to fill them in and give them up at any station at which they may 
alight during the night, or (if they do not alight) keep them till they 
are collected in the morning. The rest of the persons in the train will 
be enumerated on General Schedules as noted below. 

All passengers who cannot produce Passes, and who do not appear 
to have been enumerated anywhere else must be counted at sou'e station 
at which the train can be stopped at or about 6 a.m. on the 27th February 
1931 in India and the 25th February 1931 in Burma by 'ine or more 
Train Enumerators selected from -the local railway staff. A place should 
be chosen where the train can be timed to stop for a sufficient period, 
which' should, if necessary, be slightly prolonged. Where the local 
staff is insufficient for the speedy enumeration cf passengers at this halt, 
a few clerks should be sent temporarily from another station. Each 
compartment should remain locked until the enumeration of, the persons 
in it has been completed. Passes need not be given on this occasion. 

The Household Schedules given the evening before to first and second 
class passengers and others who have not alighted during the night should 
at the same time be collected and examined by an intelligent official, 
who should fill up the form for those who have omitted, or are unable' 
to do so for themselves. He should see that the Schedules thus collected 
are securely stitched into a Cover together with the General Schedules 
for the other passengers, thus forming a compact Enumeration Book for 
the train. 

10. Train-Enumeration : Troops.— Troops travelling by rail on the 
night of the Census will be enumerated by their officers, and the return 
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-separately sent in, in aeoordance with tlie rules issiied with tiie Home 
Department Hotificatiou Ho. F. 45/ 18 /2.9-Pul)., dated the 9tli June 1930. 
Hut tlie Indian servants and follorvers travelling with them will be 
^enumerated with the rest of the persoms in the train, unless they have 
-already been preliminarily enumerated and are accompanied by the 
forms then filled in, in whicli case their final enumeration will be carried 
'Out by the Officer Commanding troops to which they are attached. 

11. Provisional Totals. — The Platform Enumeration and Train Enu- 
meration should be treated as constituting separate Blocks of the Circle 
(station) at which the enumeration takes place. That is to say, the 
Enumeration Books containing the result of such enumeration should 
be included in the Census records of the Circle under the heading “ Plat- 
form Enumeration ” or “ Train Enumeration,” os the case may be. 

'The Supervisor of the Circle should have the Enumerators’ Abstracts 
prepared, showing the population of these special blocks, and should 
include the figures in his Circle Summary. 

12. Expenses. — The necessary forms will be supplied by Government. 
'The agency employed will consist chiefly of officials attached to the 
railway, who will not ordinarily receive any special remuneration for 

-their services. Government will bear all charges in connection with the 
■•-compilation of the results. 

C. — SpKCI.VI. ARR.A.XGKiIli:XTS . 

13. Lines under Con.strnclion. — Arrangements for the Census of camps 
•-and collections of coolies on lines under cmistruction will be made by the 
District Census Officer with the Engineer or other Eailway Officer in 
• charge of the work. Tlie camp will be divided up into Circles or Blocks 
•-■and the Supervisor and Enumerators selected in coiisultation with the 
Bail way Officer in charge. 

14. Ballast Trains. — Ballast trains are usually stabled for the night 
in or near some station. The guard should be made responsible for the 
■enumeration and his train should form an hxtra Block of the station 
-concerned. The record for these coolies should be prepared during the 
-day time on the date of the Census and revised after dark.

Part I. 

Preliminary . 

1. Civil authoritie.<^ to direct census. — The Civil Census Authority 
-shall, no't later than July 1st, 1930, direct the Officer Commanding the 
'.‘Station to make arrangements for the Census. 
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2. Demarcation of striclh/ militari/ area. — Tlie Officer Commanding; 
{lie Station, upon receiving ilie direction referred to in rule 1, sliall, not 
later tlian September 1st, 1930, prepare a maji of the cantonment demar- 
cating the strictly military area therein, and shall send a copy of the- 
map to the Executive Officer of the Cantonment or to such person as the- 
Executive Officer may, vitli the approval of tlie Officer Commanding the- 
Station, appoint to perform census duties. 


Paiit II. 

Census of Cantonments outside the strictly military area. 

3. Census outside the strictly military area. — (1) The Executive Offi- 
cer of the Cantonment, or tlie person appointed by him under rule 2, 
shall take the census and be tlie Charge Superintendent of the part of 
the Cantonment not comprised in the strictly military area demarcated' 
under rule 2. 

(2) He shall take the census under and in accordance \vith the direc- 
tions of the Civil Census Authority. 


Faux III. 

Census of the strictly military area in Cantonments. 

4. Charyc Suyerintendent . — The Officer Commanding the Station, or 
such officer as he may appoint in this behalf, shall be the Charge Super- 
intendent of the stricth' military area in the Cantonment demarcated’ 
under rule 2. 

b. Census, whom to include. — fl) The census shall include all persons 
of u’liateAer age, sex or profession uho on the night of the 26th February 
1931 in India and the night of the 24th Febrn.irv 1931 in Burina are 
residing ivithiii the strictly military hrea. even though they may be 
absent for a fev hours during that night on night-duty. It shall also- 
include the persons referred to in rule 11. 

(2) Throughout the enumeration the military and civil population 
shall be kept distinct and distinguishable in the enunieiation books. 

(3) Houses vithin the strictly militaiy area shall not be numbered. 

6. Censrts Supervisors and. Enumerators. — (1) The- Charge Superinten- 
dent shall, not later than the litli of February' 1931, appoint tvo Census- 
Supervisors for each unit and as many Enumerators as he may consider 
desirable. 

(2) The Census Supervisors shall be persons conversant with the 
vernacular language in which the census records will be prepared for 
the Indians within their sphere of duty. 

(3) The Enuhierators shall, so far as possible, be appointed from the 
units to be enumerated bj' them. Enumerators for Indian Camp fol- 
lowers and servants shall be Indians possessing the necessary knowledge- 
as to language’ and customs for filling in the returns.. 

(4) Census Supervisors and Enumerators shall act under and in 
accordance with the directions of the Charge Superintendent. 
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T. Date of preliminary enumeration. — ^Tlie preliiuiiiaiy eiiumei’ation 
Eliall be held not later tliau the 19th Ferhriiary 1931 in India and the 
ITtli of February 1931 in Burma. 

S. Date of final enumeration. — The final enumeration shall be held 
as late as possible on the evening of the 26th rebruaiy 1931 in India 
and as late as possible on tlie evening of the 24th February 1931 in 
Burma. 

0. Enumerations, hoio to he held. — (1) Both the preliminary and the 
final enumeration of the military population shall be held on a parade 
at which units shall be sinuiltaneouslj’^ btit separately paraded. 

(2) A simultaneous enumeration of persons not on parade shall be 
held. 

10. Troops on the mareh or entrained. — (1) Both the preliminary and 
final enumeration of troops on the march or travelling by train shall be 
iield as nearly as possible in the manner provided bj' these rules for 
cantonments. 

(2) When the preliminary enumeration of troops is held when they 
are on the march, it shall be held at a parade en route; and when the 
final enumeration of troops is held when they are on the march, it shall 
be held at a parade at dusk on the 

(3) When the preliminary enumeration of troops is held when they 
are travelling by train, it may be held either at a parade at a station 
or in the train; and when the final enumeration of troops is held when 
they are travelling by train, it shall be held at a parade at the first 
place at which the troops alight after dark on the evening of the 26th 
February 1931 in India and in the evening of the 24th February 1931 
in Burma. 

11. Pcrsoimel heyond the frontier, etc. — Officers Commanding units 
shall compile a return, in the form of the final enumeration, of all mem- 
bers of their unit seiwing at the time of the census beyond the frontier 
or in areas in which no census is being taken, and shall forward it to 
the Charge Superintendent. 

12. Enumeration of transferred units. — (1) When an Enumerator has 
been supplied with’ an enumeration-book, he shall retain it until he has 
completed the final enumeration, and, if his unit is transferred before 
the final enumeration from tlie Cantonment at which the preliminary 
enumeration was held, shall, notwithstanding the transfer, complete the 
final enumeration. 

(2) Where the final enumeration is held in a Cantonment, other than 
the Cantonment in which the preliminary enumeration was held, the ' 
Enumerator shall be deemed to have been appointed by the Charge 
Superintendent of the Cantonment in which the final enumeration is 
held. 

(3) Where the preliminary enumeration is held in a Cantonment 
from which a unit is transferred before the final enumeration, a list of 
any persohs included in the preliminary enumeration who have remained 
in the Cantonment at the time of transfer shall be prepared by the 
Enumerators concerned at the time of departure and made over to the 
Charge Superintendent, w'^ro shall make arrangements for their final 
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enumeration. Tiie Enumerators sliall I'emove the names of such, persons 
fj'om their enumeration-books. 

13. Ofcrations svbsequent to final enumeration. — (1) On the morning 
of the 27th of Eebruaiy 1931 in India and of the 25tli February in Burma 
Enumerators shall assemble at a place and time to be fixed bj^ their 
Census Supervisors and shall there complete the abstracts inside the 
, covers of the enumeration-books shoving the total number of — 


(а) persons enumerated, 

(б) males enumerated, 

(c) females enumerated, 

and shall make over the enumeration-books to the Census Supervisors. 

(2) The Census Supervisors shall check the abstracts and compile 
them into a summary vrhich thej' shall make over to the Charge Super- 
intendent. They shall also make over the enumeration-books to him. 

(3) The Charge Superintendent shall combine the summaries into 
a statement vhich he shall forth\pith forward to the District or Political 
Officer as the case may be. He shall also as soon as possible pack and 
despatch the enumeration-books to that officer. 

•14. Troo'ps on the march or entrained . — In the case of troops on the 
march or travelling bj^ train, the Officer Commanding the detachment 
shall perform the duties imposed on the Charge Superintendent by rule 
13; 


Provided that he shall embody the statement in a telegram which 
shall also contain an advice of the place at which the final enumeration 
took place and a warning of the despatch of the enumeration-books, and 
shall despatch the telegram and the enumeration-books to the .District 
or Political Officer within whose iurisdiction the final enumerati'm was 
held.
